1 . The amendment filed on 3/30/201 0 lias been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 
16-19, directed to an invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 16-20 
have been cancelled. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 10-14 and 20 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 10 
recites a screw for use in an extruder with the unique limitation of having the portion of 
the screw located below the hopper port be 2%-6% smaller than the diameter of the 
screw at the downstream side. This limitation, in combination with the other limitations in 
the claims, were not found in the relevant prior art.
